Washington, D. C, Fob. 20.— Some 
time ago the ..Secretary of the Treasury 
received unofficial information that •). 
\V, lvey, tile collector of customs :it 
Sitka, had instructed his deputy at Un- 
nlaska not to permit Canadian vessels 
presumably about to engage in pelagic 
sealing, to obtain supplies at that port. 
Tho collector wan directed to send a 
statement of the facts to the department, 
and was informed that such orders, if 
given, must be rescinded. The depart- 
ment received a telegram from lvey to- 
day, saying: 

"My instructions were not against ves- 
sels engaged in alleged illegal seal fishing, 
but against Canadian vessels actually en- 
gaged in pelagic sealing, which is illegal 
and criminal, when committed within 
tlie marine jurisdiction of the United 
(Stall's. If there is an ancient treaty be- 
tween the United States and Great Brit- 
ain by which British subjects can com- 
mit depredations, destroying American 
property ami depleting our revenue of 
teiw of thousands of dollars annually, 
while our own citizens are denied these 
privileges, the sooner such treaty is abro- 
ated the better. 

'•Your solicitude regarding interna- 
tional complications with Groat Britain 
need not cause you uneasiness, as the 
poaching season is not yet (opened. Your 
new collector will arrive in time to en- 
force your orders. My Americanism will 
not allow me to rescind an order which 
,'ives British subjects privileges within 
mr marine jurisdiction which are denied 
our own people. 

"There is another matter that may at- 
tract your attention. I have recently 
issued orders to the deputy at Skagway, 
a copy of which has been sent you. 'which 
hart put the (Canadian officers located 
there out of business, and sent them 
to their own territory. You are aware 
of the fact that the chief Canadian offi- 
cer there tiecnnie so offensive that he 
interfered with •American officers in the 
dischnrge of their official duty, opened 
United States customs mail, dominated 
over the railway officials, discriminated 
ni the order of shipment in favor of 
Canadian merchandise against that ship- 
ped from Seattle, established a Cana- 
dian quarantine at Slcngway. collected 
moneys nnd performed other acts of Brit- 
ish sovereignty in a port of the United 
States, such as hoisting with bravado 
tlie cross of St. George from the flag- 
staff of his custom house. I have sent 
tlie concern— bag, baggage, Hag, and 
other paraphernalia— flying out of the 
country. Vow may fear the shadow of 
international complications ami rescind 
this order, but a Reed, an Olnev, or a 
Blaine would not."

INTERIOR BOARDS OF TRADE. 

Annual Convention Opens at Kaslo— 
President's. Address. 

Kaslo, Feb. 20.— The fourth annual 
convention of tlie Associated Boards of 
Trade of British Columbia was called 
to order tiiis evening by 'Chairman G. 
'Scott Galloway, of Greenwood. 

Credentials were presented by dele- 
gates from Nelson. Kaslo, Rossland, 
Moyie, Grand Forks, Cascade, Trail. 
Greenwood, Phoenix, 'Cranbrook innd 
Fernie. Revelstoke; Kamloops, Colum- 
bia and Fort Steele were not represent- 
ed. 

The president in his address referred 
to the great good which must Tesult from 
tho appointment of Senator Templeman 
to a seat iu tho cabinet, and congratu- 
lated those whoso efforts resulted in se- 
curing the granting of a bonus by the 
Dominion government for reliniucr of 
lead ores. His plen for "free trade" in 
railroad construction was especially 
strong and suggested the appointment 
of delegates to proceed to Victoria to 
impress upon the legislature tho neces- 
sity of removing any obstructions to 
railroad building by any persons or cor- 
porations willing to invest capital in 
opening new districts. . Referring to 
Greenwood's resolution concerning tlie 
fuel supply, the president said: "It 
behooves us to watch carefully any stops 
which may be contemplated by interest- 
ed parties", with tho object of throwing 
under the influence of one corporation 
the .-whole of the coal-bearing area to 
which we are now looking, for the bulk 
of our supply, or of allowing one com- 
pany to control the nfttunjl outlet of 
that section of country. The Dominion 
government should, therefore, he asked 
to exercise its power in preventing such 
conditions of tilings arising. ;

Homer H. Swaney Says That 
Works Will Be Built Here 
Shortly. 



But Export Duty on Ore Would 
Close Mines at the Present 
Time. 



Expert Opinion on the Relative 
Cost of Eastern and Coast 
Iron. 



The following letter from JI. II. 
Swaney, of the Pacific Sleel company, 
of Iroildale, Port Townscnd, to a resi- 
dent of Victoria, will be rend with in- 
terest just now, when the air is mil of 
rumors of reduction furnaces to be erect- 
ed at various points on Vancouver Isl- 
and. The expressed intention of tlie 
company to erect a small furnace on the 
Island in the near future will be read 
with satisfaction by all who have been 
watching tlie development of the iron 
deposits hereabouts, and who are anxious 
that (British Columbia ores should lie 
treated in British Columbia: 

I have studied this proposition very 
carefully, and am satisfied (hat a fairly 
good sized works can be now 'built upon 
t he Pacific coast and live, making a fair 
profit; but as the largest population is 
on this side of the line, I think its lo- 
cation should bo here. However, it is 
my plan, and our company will carry 
it out, that very shortly after getting 
our large plant started here, say within 
a year from the time we are well under 
way, we will build a small furnace on 
Vancouver Island, ,nnd make pig iron 
for that trade, as well as some small 
finishing mills. To put a large works on 
Vancouver Island and attempt to i:et tho 
product into the American market, at 
the high rate of duty, would lie to place 
the manufacturer in such a position that 
he could not compete with the Colorado 
(Fuel & Iron company or the Alabama 
irons, upon the Pacific Coast, and would 
be to simply make a blank failure of tho- 
whole cnteriiri.se. A heavy export duty- 
put upon iron ore would he to simply 
close the mines of British Columbia, in 
my opinion; and I think any one who. 
will look into this question without bias: 
will come to the same conclusion that I 
have, namely, that, while there is a mar- 
ket on this coast, and while there are 
raw materials, that pig iron cannot he 
made here as cheaply as in the East, el- 
even in Colorado, and that nothing 
would permit an iron or steel plant to- 
exist on this coast except tho freight 
rates. If, therefore, a company were 
to put itself in .position to pay 'duty in. 
order to get its product into Ibis market, 
the Eastern manufacturer would com- 
pletely shut the Coast concern out. 

I think, on the other hand, that there 
is not market enough 011 the British Col- 
lnmbia side to justify the expenditure of 
any considerable sum of money in manu- 
facturing iron there for local use. At 
the present time I do not believe that 
there are 20 tons of pig iron used pel- 
day throughout the year in the foun- 
dries there. I may he mistaken in this 
estimate; if so. my sources of informa- 
tion are wrong. To put up a furnace 
that would only make 20 tons of pig iron, 
would be a very bad investment. 

There is another point, too, that while 
these irons are rich in metallic iron, a 
furnace that will make 30 tons of pig 
iron a day from magnetite would easily 
make 50 tons or 00 tons if operated on 
a soft hematite found in the lake re- 
gions of the East. This may sound 
queer, but 1 believe it to be a fact front 
our short experience nt Iiondale. This 
furnace is supposed to make 50 tons per 
day. AYo have pushed it pretty hard 
and have not gotten above 35 toils. In 
fact, it will he questionable if we can 
get up to 50 tons inside of CO or 00 days; 
while the same furnace operated on 
hematite ought to make from <K) to 100 
tons per day. 

I hope the government of British Col- 
mbiii will assume no such attitude as in- 
dicated in the columns of the paper 
which you sent to me. If I had thought 
there was any danger of such a thing, 1 
assure' you I would not have spent the 
money and time that I have in develop- 
ing iron properties there, but would hnvo 
spent the money and .time in develop- 
ing properties in the state of Washing- 
ton, where good iron deposits do exist, 
but are some distance from railroad con- 
nections, and will be more expensive to 
open, at lirst, and carry possibly a little 
higher freight rate.

Vancouver Board of Trade ln> 
vites Delegates to Present 
Their Views.

Vancouver, Feb. 20.— The Board of 
Trade have invited two delegates from 
the Loggers' association and two from 
the iLumber and Shingle (Manufacturers' 
association to present their views re- 
garding the provincial law prohibiting 
the export of logs to the Sound. The 
'Board of Trade will subsequently place 
themselves on record fu the matter. The 
Toronto Board of Trade have written 
to the Vancouver Board of Trade, en- 
closing a resolution advocating that ef- 
forts he made to secure a preferential 
tariff on Canadian wheat imported into 
Great Britain, and upon food products 
generally raised in the province. The 
Vancouver board has endorsed the Tor- 
onto resolution, and also advocates a pre- 
ferential tariff within the Empire on 
grain, lumber, tfish and other natural 
products and .advocating the appoint- 
ment of several commercial agents in the 
chief towns of Great Britain.

"A convoy of empty wagons was at- 
tacked and captured by the Boors south- 
west of Klerk.-dorp, Transvaal Colony, 
on February 24. 

"The escort consisted of a force of 
the Imperial Yeomanry, three companies 
of the Northumberland Fusiliers and two 
guns. 

"The fighting was seven-, but have no 
further details."

WEEKLY WEATHEIt ■SYNOPSIS. 

Victoria Meteorological Office. 10th to 25th 
'February,. 1002. 

During the week the barometer has been 
abnormally low throughout, the western 
portion of the continent, and particularly 
over Western California, where. In place or 
line weather at this season, there lias been 
a series of severe storms on the coast, 
which have caused several wrecks and loss 
of property, particularly among the sealing 
schooners. On Wednesday the lOthi an 
ocean storm area, which had been hovering 
off California, slowly moved northward 
towards Cape Flattery and In the vicinity 
of New Westminster, while at Victoria a 
sudden rain nnd wind saunll occurred. 

During Friday, the 21st. this disturbance 
crossed the Rockies to the Territories and 
was followed by an extensive high barom- 
eter area, which covered the Pacific slope 
for the next two days; where it -caused fine 
and bright weather. By Sunday evpnlng 
tho wind became strong from the south- 
ward. ncroinpanhMl.' by rain in advance of 
another ocean storm, which had moved 
up from California, where It had been 
causing southerly cnles and verv heavv 
rains. This disturbance also passed east- 
ward t,, the Territories, but Instead of be- 
ing followed bv a rising barometer as Is 
usual, the pressure continued 1 to fall over 
the entire Pacific slope In advance of what 
proved to be one of the most extensive 
storms of Hp. season.

The Central Institute Concludes 
Labors of iliflhly Interesting 
Annual Gathering. 

Discussion Df Numerous Ques- 
tions of Importance to 
the Industry. 



The t»a day of the- Central sFarwors 
institute!* proueediugB began yest.-r.iio 
tnorninjf «t 1) o'clock, all the delegates 
ibeiugjEtfecseut, together mux several visJi 
tors, aiuonifst whom were several uteui- 
burs >ot tin* Dairymen's and iLiw -STOCK 
association. 

On "Major Mutter calling the BiootJngto 
prune, t'hc business of selecting a»en-to be 
nominated tor the advisory board was 
taken up. Of these, according to tho 
net, two were to be from Vancouver 
Island, two fr«n tho Fraser volley, anq 
the remaining two from -the Upper 
Country.

AMlW.YI WuTEOKDS TO ACTS. 

A resolution fnKQEing tho erection and 
maintenance of storage warehouses by 
t'.ie government for.-gnun and other agri- 
cultural produce, was introduced by Mr. 
.Miller, in support of. this he stated that 
as the .consumer .bought only in small 
nun initios as a .rule, while the farmers 
whoso -crops came • around but onco a 
year wore generally' obliged to unload 
their produce in .large lots and without 
delay. This permitted the middle man — 
the speculator — to-come in and thorough 
t'he banking systenmanu the money that 
lio cuji thereby < control — just when the 
farmer is short of cash— the great re- 
wards of tne .produce trade come to him 
rather than !to tthe hanl working i>ro- 
ducw.. Thai the fanner might " retain 
this profit, Which .'Often amounts to 50 
per cunt., it would bo dirst necessary to 
have warehouse . accommodation 60 that 
tho farmer .could. take his 'warehouse re- 
ceipt's .to tho .banks, and thus obtain the 
, money requisite .40 tide him over until 
better [prices .could bo realized than im- 
mediately after: the harvest. The money 
requisite S or. this* expenditure could well 
be had by diverting the sums now placed 
at tbeidi8jiosali«t^he Farmers' institutes. 

.Short speeches in support of the reso- 
lution were made by Messrs. Ilurd and 
Noble, when the Deputy Minister and 
l.Mr. Cade pointed out how Utopian was 
the whole -scheauo. 

Mr. Metcalfe. thought that the project 
was a Jong time ahead of the times. Cold 
storage, .rather, than warehouses, scorned 
to him to be desirable at the present 
time. It would be a great mistake too at 
present to give tho agricultural institu- 
tions such as the institutes, tho Fruit 
iffr'nwers, Live Stock, and other associa- 
tions. *ueh :» .-.slap- in the face. These 
'bodies were doing n splendid work just 
now, and it would bo a great pity to 
sweep rthetnuall aside. 

Capt. .Stewart thought that it was not 
verv reasonable for the institute to ap- 
prove of Jtho --work; of Freight Commis- 
sioner I'almer and others one day, anft 
to vote such things out of existence the 
next. 

Mr- HaurisliihoMght that such a system 
as that aQ»ocatdd would help out a great 
manv farmers in the province. 

Mr. Knymuri- suggested that such pro- 
jects coUlO 'be well carried out by the 
co-operative method, (applause), and with 
much better results than if the farmers 
should lean upon the paternalism of gov- 
eriimviit work, ilia might, however, ad- 
vocate government aid to cold storage 
system. 

After a brief reply by Mr. Miller, tho 
iresoladon was put and lost. « 

<Geil21>.;STOI0-V.OE. 

In speaking to this question, Mr. .T. C. 
iMetcalfie .road, the resolution of last year, 
which can as follows: 

"Whc-:eas ,it iis known Mint for the 
development .of -export trade in agricul- 
tural products. ot.a perishable nature, tho 
establishment Of cold storage stations in 
rural districts where fruits, dairy pro- 
ducts, fosds, ineato,:ete., can be kept un- 
til it is advisable to ship is necessary, 
therefore be it resi lved, that in the opin- 
ion of tlie members* of this institute it is 
important and .necessary that the legisla- 
ture "f the province should introduce si 
measure to provide" tfor the incorporation 
of co-operative cold storage associations, 
and to further provide and assist by pay- 
ing in part flic -cost. -of construction and 
equipment of any'-Vuilding erected for 
cold storage purposes incorporated under 
the act in wrral'uistwcts." 

In Ontario, he said, -a cheap and ready 
svstem had been in- .operation for two 
years along these lines of co-operation 
amongst ithe Inrmcrs, coupled with a cer- 
tain amount of government assistance. 
The measure provides. a simple and cheap 
method of incorporation for those seeking 
to associate themselves for this purpose. 
•Vuy live or -more desirous of forming 
such an association, can do so by merely 
signing a cenfilicate J.yo.-ding to a form 
provided .-Mifl /.^ff"g rules and regula- 
tions TV" Certificate and rules are then 
rc<iui'-*' a *° * >e registered, a fee of 50 
_.,irts being all the outlay- .required. Tho 
amount of shares -Which any one member 
may hold is liniiU-tl to $1,090, which are 
transferable with -the consent and ap- 
proval of the association, "t'he liability 
Of- shareholders is limited to the amount 
of >.their sharer:, and Of whe-n- their stoc r K 
is paid up they are free from all fur.thei 
liability. It is further provided that 
the government may : nssist any co-opcra- 
tivo cijld storage associa tion- Eucorpornted 
under the act by paying noit more than 
om-fif;;h of the cost of construction and 
equipment of any building erected for 
cold storage purposes, provided -that no 
association receives more than.T$500. The 
money, Hiawevcr, will not be paid over 
until the. Commissioner of Public Worko 
has reported that the building line been 
exiunincfl and found adeauate in struc- 
ture and-*fluipment for cola storage (pur- 
. poses. 

' Domestic as well as export trade 
• will gain much from the general intro- 
duction of, told storage facilities, which 
--will prevent the frequent loss of perish- 
able commodities, more especially fruit, 
•'before it can be marketed. It will tend 
to equalize prices' as farmers will no

longer be under the necessity of sacrific- 
ing .their products for fear they shout* 
decay *nd become uneatable while they 
remain on thoi-r hands. 

Mr. Noble stowed 1iow beneficial this 
would be to t&e cattle men, whose «tocK 
could thus bo killed in the fall when fat 
and cheap, and by holding ovr-i- bring 
a good price later on. 

'.Mr. J. R. Anderson heartily approved 
of the resolution as ono which he had 
suggested to the government several 
years ago. 

'Mr. Miller thought ffliat tho institute 
would do well to simply endorsethat sec- 
ion lb tho Speech from the Throne which 
read: 

"To further the interests or the stoefc- 
raisers of the interior, a measure W 
be submitted providing for the establish- 
ment of a system of cold storage iu "Con- 
nection with abattoirs.'" 

The resolution was it'lien put ana 'ear- 
riud unanimously; 

MUTU.\!1, 1-TIMC tSBTO6AN«ffi. 

It wat> moved by Uapt. .Steward, and 
seconded by M.T. Wfrelpton: 

••That we most respectfully but enr- 
uestly request the.<overniueut to, pass an 
act at this sessfcdi of the legislature to 
giver the farmers of this province or any 
part thereof ltWcr to form themselves 
into a .mutual lire insurance association, 
similar to that Wliicll is now in force in 
the province «f Ontario or 'Quebec, and 
that a sjiecial committee of three be ap- 
pointed from this body Jo 'Interview the 
government for the purpose of pressing 
this matter on .their attention." 

Speaking to the resolution, Capt. Stew- 
art, Who is regarded as the father of this 
movement in British Columbia, Uhauked 
the institute, for having last year placed 
him on this committee, although he was 
not then a delegate to the Central in- 
stitute, lie then submitted the following 
report: 

Your committee immediately after ap- 
pointment sought for reports from differ- 
ent companies operating in Quebec and 
Ontario. These were given with great 
readiness and shewed an experience of 
tlho system that is very satisfactory. Im- 
mediately a memorandum .was printed 
ami issued to all the. institutes, giving the 
Information gleaned from these reports, 
anil suggesting a possible line of action in 
;hc matter here. This included the- ob- 
taining *if a mandate from those willing 
to insu.ro to authorize the Central insti- 
tute to take action towards having a 
company incorporated and a provisional 
board selected to. act till the first general 
meeting of the members of the com- 
pany. It included also the providing of 
a small fund to enable the institute to 
act. 

Latctr jour oemmittee received a volilK* 
which contained in condensed form a 
statement of tho experience of 040 mu- 
tual companies operating in 10 states of 
the Union, and some additional informa- 
tion from tin 1 -East. This information 
was embodied in a second memorandum. 
v.hjVdi It'll rough itthc kindness of the Depuj.y 
M mister of Agriculture was copied by 
the typewriter and copies were sent out 
to each institute secretary. 

In .response to requests from some of 
rlu- districts, Mr. Philip .visited them and 
ga.tte full explanations regarding the 
working of iilie^ system, and was very .cor- 
dially . received. 

Tho work of canvassing for signatures 
be the mandate has been taken up in 
only a few of the districts, hut from 
these .exceedingly encouraging reports 
have .come. A number have signed the 
mandates, and a moderate fund has been 
provided, but .many who are in full sym- 
pathy with the system are meantime, in- 
sured under three year policies. These 
nSU.comu .in iias their policies expire. 

Your committee now recommend that 
.wui take act ion to get a public bill j-ii-ss- 
ed to authorize the incorporation of a 
company and. appoint a commit tee of -say 
nine .gentlemen residents fairly conveni- 
ent to some given centre, to take .Isold 
lit the matter, secure incoriioratieu of 
the company, .and act n& provisional di- 
rectors till the first general meeting of 
the members- ,/f the company. Further, 
your committee recommend that .the in- 
iirnuno company be closely identified 
with the institute work and that each 
district .institute be a. branch agency to 
further the work of insurance under suit- 
able terms as to compensation for «er- 
ivjoo rendered. 

•Capt. Stewart further added the state- 
ment that from returns of 040 of these 
mutual companies operating in the Unit- 
ed .States they had figured out that the 
average cost was only $1.37 per thou- 
sand per .annum for their insurance. 
These companies so far as 'S7 rarrii d 
over $(JOOjOOO,000 of policies, with a 
saving of .over a million dollars a year 
ind forcing tihe stock companies to cut 
aViir tfittes sit. . two. 

Mr. W'hejpton very briefly spoke of his 
very favorable experience of these .com- 
panies in .past years. 

'J'ti a (question of Mr. Vcnables it tsais 
mswered that the project would on]y 
jornr fariniMs' buildings and crops. 

Mr. lllhiljp si member of the committee 
being aslied to speak, stated that he 
thought tlie -existing cost, of insurance 
was often, -quite prohibitive from lie- 
farmers' standpoint. lie strenuously ad- 
viseMcd ithe'uiiost economical manage- 
ment possible of such work, and consid- 
ered tlliat this could be we'd effeotofl 
thrwig'h tbe-.ire-oporatioii of the Farmer^' 
institutes. 

.Mr. Mi'Phee reported that in his dis- 
trict almost all the members favored this; 
form of inmnshnce. It should be distinct- 
ly understood, however, that such a com- 
pany were strictly a limited liability one. 

Mr. BrantJrith compared tin- rates 
charged Iteite by tflie stock companies, 
with those of riic North Gray Grange, 
and the Township of Syderham com- 
panies, much 'to: the advantage of the lat- 
ter. Tlie question of valuation was one 
of the most dfllicult and expensive one.-; 
to deal with, and a reasiMirble distance 
between houses and barns should be re- 
quired. Travelling in tdiis province is so 
expensive that-jhe costs of valuation 
would doubtless, be much larger v-erf. 
thtin in Ontario, and so ht looked for- 
waril to .'j-Ti rat'lo-r than $2J5() insurance 
would rule in Hfwish Columbia. 

Mr. Xoblc brought up the question of 
the insnrRnue .of cattle, hut wsis told that 
the mutual was intended f*/r lire, and 
not fur losses of cattle on the ranges. 

.Mr. Ilurd presented the re-fmrl of the 
'Armstrong itwstiltute favoring the project, 
as also did tlie institutes represented by 
Messrs. rVisl-ex a-itd 'Venahlcs. 

The resolution was then carried, and 
the report of the committee ndemted. 
AVATKdt OOTJTOSIBS. 

Mr. Mnnro Mftter»maifed the resolution, 
xvhicli was seconded by Mr. Mcl'hee, 
Chat the government -be requested to pass 
w ad, comper.iug riparian proprietors to 
keep open water courses. , 

"Major 'Mutter thought that the <mnt- 
t« was covered by the 'Fence Viewers 
Act, although a distinction must -be re- 
lnewhei'cd to exist between drains «put 
tiiromgh and water-courses,. 

The Deputy Minister stated that file 
question, or a similar one, had been >e- 
ferreH by him to the Attorney-General.j 
depart-ment with the result that it vrne 
said to be a matter covered -by common 
law and not by the statutes. 

Mr. Oliver. M. P. P., said that he un- 
derstood Ontario had a verv good act, 
which Mr. Munro, of Ohil'liwnck, ex- 
pected to (introduce this present wssion. 
Several of the other members spoke very 
■favorably wf the Ontario 'legislation on 
this matter. 

■ The resolution ■was carried. 

IVI-VDBU TWINE. 

It was moved by Mr. Paisley, and sec- 
onded by Mr. Vcnables, and carried; that 
the Central institute respectfully ask 
the government to request Mr. Palmer 
■to make it a part of his duty to en- 
deavor to secure cheaper binder twine 
for the farmers of 'British Columbia. 

Mr. Paisley did not think it right that 
■they should pay twice as much for twine 
as thev did, and so he thought that 
Mr. Piilmor might wcJJ look into the 
matter and report no-fT year. 
1 Mr. Anderson nnd some of the dele- 
gates told of cheaper twine obtained 
last year through the insiltutofj of Sur- 
rey and (Victoria, 



WESTHKN VS. EASTERN I.ECt 

Mr. Laduer fathered a resolution to 
the effect that_M/rthe climatic and other 
differences were so great between the 
East sfod the 'West that speakers be had 
from both sections of the continent. 

Mr. Anderson reminded the institute 
of the good otlices of the Dominion gov- 
ernment in providing them with lec- 
turers from the other parts of Canada, 
41ml that while the fundamental princi- 
ples of agriculture were ever the same, 
the department had done its best in .se- 
curing so many local speakers as fol- 
lowed. 

The motion was carried. 
AGRTCUl»T01tE I.N SC1IOODS. 
■ Mr. Collins spoke at some length in 
favor of nature studies as not only 
very interesting in the schools, but. very 
beneficial to the children, and particu- 
larly in the rural schools of the prov- 
ince. 

Capt. Stewart, in support of the idea, 
told of the good -work of one of tho 
teachers in his district along tho lines of 
nature Studies. He favored a good 
course on agriculture in tho schools 
generally. 

. Mr. Perry favored such a course, too. 
There were rather too many studies 
there iat present, but sonic of them 
might 'Well be struck out. 

The Deputy Minister referred to the 
value of this' work in Manitoba and the 
Noruiwest Territories, regarding noxious 
weeds," as shown in a lecture of Prof. 
Fletcher on that subject. 

Mr. Metcalf spoke of the general ad- 
vance noticeable in the province 
throughout the past year. At present, 
however, there were few teachers capa- 
ble of teaching agriculture. 

Mr. Ladner spoke of the good effects 
of giving the children plots of laud to 
work at home. . .. 

A motion was then put, anil on a 'close 
division it was carried, that nature 
studies should be placed on the com- 
pulsory list of studies in the common 
schools. 

FALL SHOWS. 
Mr. Laduer said that it had caused a 
great deal of confusion to have the date' 
of the fall shows changed. At Xew : 
Westminster, too, a great deal of dis-J 
.satisfaction was most strongly express-' 
ed. 

He also thought that it would be a, 
great mistake to have the same judges 
follow the circuits, as then, if men did 
not get a prize on their exhibits at tin. 
first show, they could not very well be 
expected tt> take their stock to the next 
fair. 

'Mr. Paisley also pointed out some of 
the disadvantages of the system. For 
example, at Chilliwaok Mr. Ladner took 
the big prize on a Shoj-f Horn band, "but 
when he went on to tlie other fairs with 
tho same judges, no one would follow 
him in the race. If there wore differ- 
ent, judges, such a case would not. most 
probably, exist, and the first judgment 
might not possibly be always sustained. 

As to the date of the fail's, while no 
doubt the superintendent was doing the 
best that could be done, yet if a dis- 
trict had had a fixed dncs for years, it 
was hard to get it to make a change. Old 
and well established institutions like 
the Clulliwack fair should be allowed 
to hold its own date. It was right that 
■these smaller fairs, and even that of 
'Victoria, should lead up to the fair at 
New Westminster. 

• Mr. Anderson explained that in no in- 
stance had an attempt 'been mnde to 
force any fair to change it-i date. But 
it was notorious thr.t in the past the 
selection of judgis had not always been 
fortunate. On some occasions judges 
had not been secured until the very day 
of the show, and on the very fair ground 
itself. This the Dominion government 
had taken steps to try to rectify by sup- 
plying expert judges for the fail's. .No 
attempt was being made to force the 
changing of dates, but nn effort was' be- 
ing made to arrange itineraries for the 
•judges supplied. Tills year severdl cir- 
cuits were proposed, and he only regret- 
ted that so much unpleasantness, had 
occurred with regard to tlie New West- 
minster show. That place was the. only 
one not sending in commendations to 
Ottawa with regard to the Eastern 
judges. 

Mr. Lidner then mentioned some of 
the anomalies of judging generally. 

Capt. Stewart spoke in favor of the 
system of l.tst year, the fail' at Rich- 
mond being particularly well pleased 
with the judges of last year. On for- 
mer ycills that fair had appointed judges, 
but often the gentlemen selected failed 
at the last moment to turn up, and so 
men had to be got to till the positions at 
the lust moment. JJt "VVhelpton also 
spoke to the same effect. 

Before adjourning it was decided to 
meet tile Minister of Agriculture and 
all the members connected with agricul- 
ture at -I o'clock yesterday rnfternon. Mr. 
Paisley wished to know if these .mem- 
bers included Joseph Martin. If so, 
they would be kent all night. (La tigh- 
ter.)

Mr. Anderson, on being .railed upon, 
replied that he considered tkut consider- 
able luiSundcnstniidittK existhd. So far 
-.is the institute work here wfc-s conceni- 
t-d. that work was in most ways a fair 
copying of what was done in the older 
provinces. The principles of asricidturo 
were the same in every country.; condi- 
tions alone varied, and, as t'hey hnd 
heard last evening from Mr. 'Smith, of 
Minnesota, .that institute work was 
■chieflT of an educational sort, through 
giving opportunity for the Jntorchango 
of ideas and the discussion <if different 
methods, which would lend to the great 
advance of this industry. 

In reply. Mr. Paisley expressed him- 
self as fairly satisfied with the explan- 
ation, and paid a high tribute- to the 
well known interest taken in agriculture 
liv the' former .minister of agriculture, 
the .Hon. J. H. Turner.

Mr. J. 0. Metcalfe, in offering his re- 
solution, pointed out how beneficial the 
results of the efforts of the Dominion 
government were to the province of On- 
tario and the Northwest Territories, and 
he thought that something should be 
done to keep British Columbia veil to 
the fore in this question. 

Heffereiice to the Chinese and Japanese 
lii-onglit out the fact that it was Anglo- 
Saxon emigrants that were wanted to 
the seclusion of most of the ofhers. To 
this Mr. Paisley pointed out that raauy 
emigrants were turning their attention 
to this province from the United States, 
which was mrw offering a splendid re- 
cruiting field if .the provincial government 
would take some steps to work up the 
matter. 

The motion, which was seconded by 
Capt. Stewart, was then carried, being 
as follows: 

"Whersas the last census of Canada 
has been very disappointing to the gov- 
ernment and people of Camilla: and, 
whereas the Dominion government have 
started upon nn energetic proprcganda re- 
specting emigration from the British 
Isles and elsewhere to Canada; and, 
whereas, the crying need of this prov- 
ince is early settlement with more peo- 
ple; .therefore lie it resolved by the 
delegates of the Central Farmers' insti- 
tute assembled, that the government of 
this province use every endeavor and 
method possible to induce immigration to 
this province." 

On motion of Mr. Paisley, seconded 
by Mr. .1. Churehlnnd. uhe amendments 
proposed by .Mr. Oliver. M. V. IV, re- 
garding the Wide Tin's" Art were rP- 
comineudod by the institute to the Legis- 
lature. These provisions had already 
been explained by the member from. 
iDeltn, and while not prohibiting the use 
of any width of tire mi. the roads, scaled 
the loads permitted tn hi- hauled in pro- 
portion to the width of t.lie tires used. 
B ERF-MAKING. 

'Mr. Vcnables then moved, seconded by 
Mr.i'Clmrchland. that the Centra] Farmers' 
Institute impress on l libers the desirabil- 
ity, of stall-feeding of stuck and of finish- 
ing. ,odf llielr beef! animals instead of sell- 
lug them off as at present. 

In -support of his motion, Mr. Vcnables 
Instanced the practice of even the Vernon 
butchers of sending to the Northwest for 
beef . cattle- In the spring. 

The motion carried. 

LIME FOR FERTILIZING. 

Cant. Stewart then moved, Mr. Munro 
Miller j-ecouded, and It was carried: 

That .jn view of tin; great need of lime 
tn apply to a great portion of tlie agricul- 
tural lands of this province. It is the ©pin- 
ion of this Institute that the government 
.should Immediately devise some olnu where. 
Iby the limestone deposits of this province 
.should he prevented from falling Into the 
bitndSiOf speculators anil combinations, and 
further, that an effort 'be made to have the 
price of dime for agricultural purposes re- 
duced, no. as to make It possible for agricul- 
turists .and orchidlsts to use it freely as a 
fertilizer ,qn(l inseetlchler. 

-Mr. Paisley told the meeting that lime 
for land purposes could be hail iu chllll- 
wack for 150 cents a barrel. 

Mr. Ladner lind tried 50 bushels of It on 
some or his land at Delta, but hud noticed 
no Health's. 

Mr. Miller 'had got It 75 cents a barrel 
near Victoria, and found that It helped to 
keep ltl.s pears clean, hut it cost more than 
the 'increased orop. . ' 

Mr. T. C. Cunningham spoke 1 at some 
length of the lasting effects of lime upon 
the soil, -vvarmlnc and loosening it up. For 
strawberries anil small fruit it was inval- 
uable. He thought that the deposits at 
Agnsslz and Chlllhvai'k should be hnndled 
by the government, for the advantage of 
the agriculturists. Ho thought that lime 
conhl be burnt and sold there for so low 
as 40 couts a iiarrcl. 

Mr. Harris and several Others spoke of 
the extensive use of lime la England, 
while Its value In proilticini! clover and 
other crops was well attested! by Messrs. 
Palmer, "Collins. Gadc and several others. 
The -motion carried. 

FI2&TS AND MARKING FRUIT. 

If was moved by Mr. Collins and second- 
ed by 'Mr. Metcalfe, tiint the acts relating 
to fruit pests and the marking of fruit 
packages should be stringently enforced. 

Speaking to this motion these gentlemen 
pointed nut the nocil of greater stringency 
tn regard to these matters, pointing out 
Ju»W the negligence of one man quite undid 
the work of all the rest or a neicliliorhmid. 
If tile one would not go 1n for ppmvlng, 
etc. .In Winnipeg, ton, the noon of marking 
fruit trees was verv noticeable. The Do- 
minion government hnd -found this to he 
necessary In the Fast In order to meet the 
abuse under which dishonest picker* hnd 
brought the apple' trade with old country. 



And so an Inspector was found in Winnipeg 
last year, and in time one would probably 
lie appointed out here to control the Inter- 

provincial trade. . _ 

Mr. Cunningham followed by tracing tlie 
work of the Horticultural Board In IU 
etl'orts to encourage home grown fruit anil 
to maintain prices as well us to keep out 
IT possible, and to prevent the spread of 
the fungus and other pests that attack 
both fruit and fruit trees. 

Mr. Palmer agreed with Mr. Cunningham 
In the opinion of the action of the Cen- 
tral Institute last year regarding the work 
of the Horticultural Board, as their position 
was taken In ignorance of some of t ic 
facts of the case. He thought that the 
Institute should strengthen the hands of 
the Board In Its efforts to advance the 
I fruit growers' Interests. 

(The debate was here Interrupted by the 
I entrance of the Minister of Agriculture and 
'several members of the Legislature, whose

Mr. Trentlcc. the Minister of 
Agriculture, was then most warmly receiv- 
ed He expressed his regret at not. ha\liiL 
been able to attend the former meetings 
.the Institute, but his time bad been 
taken up by parliamentary duties He had 
always regarded his predecessor I" office, 
the Hon. Mr. Turner, as unite the father of 
the department, which was in his own opin- 
ion, the most Important In £ e government, 
service. That gentleman had given tw 
subject very largely of Ills time nnd ability, 
and it was his own ambition, as one of the 
cattle raisers of the province, to do every- 
thing In his power to advance the aBrlcul- 
rural Interests of the province. lie thought 
that If the chairman would advise him of 
what was being done he would be the bet- 
ter In a position to address them upon their 

W Mn1or Mutter then Informed the minister 
of the numerous subjects which they bad 
been considering. _ . 

\t the reuuest of the chairman. Mr. 1 als- 
1,'v read the letter of May 14th. and stated 
that the Institute which he represented, 
took a good deal of exception to Its re- 
flections, both upon the Institute and the 
i government of the province. He also clnlm- 
led that the government had not been carry- 
ling our the recommendations of the Cen- 
tral institute, so that some of them thought 
that the Institute work was all in vain 

The Hon. Mr. Prentice then pointed out 
that the date of this letter had taken It 
out of ids Immediate knowledge until so 
late as vesterday. The letter certainly 
seemed to he somewhat autocratic, mil 
was most probably not written in any such 
spirit. He certainly held Mr. Hudson in 
high esteem himself, but did not agree With 
him himself In many things. In looking 
through the number or subjects and tlie 
resolutions that they had been passing, lie 
certainly thought that their recommenda- 
tions were not only far from vain, but 
worthy of the utmost consideration at the 
hands of his department. 

These topics the hon. minister then re- 
viewed, speaking upon several of tuem at 
some length. Upon the sitblcct of the 
storage of water for the purpose of Irriga- 
tion. ;ho referred to the successful work 
done on two of the ranches of bis com- 
pany. At the ranch near Kamloops. where 
thev had but ten acres or so of arable land, 
sonic work spent in damming the outlet of 
a 'lake had raised the waiter about seven 
feet, and had given them 1400 acres of 
splendid land. Again, at the fiang Ranch, 
the water Question had been one of cons d- 
crablc difficulty and was only solved liy 
potting Jn a ditch some 20 flnlles in length. 
These were but two out of many Instances 
that he could mention, and to bis own 
knowledge there were many other places 
In the Urv belt where large ouantlt-Ies of 
magnlflcont land was oulv waiting for sim- 
ilar efforts, (some of which would, how- 
ever, lie on quite extensive scales), to 
make their .acres fertile. . 

Tho work of the fruit growers of this 
province was also n great one. and gave 
nroimse a glorious future. In the -prairies 
of the Northwest an ever increasing market 
was to be found, but of this some of those 
present would bo more nhle to speak than 

''upon 'the question of cold storage he had 
already bestowed a great deal of thought, 
and had the matter sd far advanced that 
a bill had been drafted, some of the pro- 
visions of which would probably cover the 
ground of their recommendations. It wuh 
a most Important question, however, and 
would require much niortf attention berorc 
the scheme were at nil complete, r or the 
Information of the Institute he would say 
however, that Its provisions Included the 
erection of an abattoir at some point such 
ns Auhcroft or Kamloops. where 1.000 head 
or so of cattle could he butchered each 
month thus saving all the shrinkage that 
followed from transportation by rail, with 
the accompanying bruising end which of toir 
amounted to a loss of n cent a •pound on a 
beast. Besides this, the cost of feed would 
be saved, as well ns a lot of \ 
Ing avoided, thus saving the b 
and bv taking the farmer 
thev were nr. their best, putting a lot of 
money Into their pockets. 

On the matter of immigration, the Chief 
Commissioner had n comprehensive bill 
prepared, which would r-ot only tend tn ^en- 
courage people to enmn here to moke their 
homes, but at 1he same time enable them 
to tni'ke their homes the more rcadilv

General regret will be felt for the loss 
the province bus sustained by the death 
of John Paton Booth. For many years 
be lias been identified with the public 
life of British Columbia, and as a mem- 
ber of the legislature served bis country 
hone.'tly and well. Strong in bis con- 
victions, upright in bis dealings and 
bringing to his party's aid a shrewd, 
businesslike eoinmonsense, be was a 
strong ally and a gallant foe in debate. 
•While not a brilliant speaker, his views 
commanded respect from both sides of 
the Tlouse. Fair and impartial in li is 
decisions as Speaker of the legislature, 
be presided with dignity and wisdom 
that won general approval. It may be 
said of him that he made no enemies and 
nil who knew him best will mourn the 
loss of n staunch and genial friend. 



THE NEW CHIEF JUSTICE. 

We presume that we may accept the 
announcement of Mr. Gordon Hunter's 
elevation to the bench as Chief Justice 
of British Columbia as authentic, 'al- 
though the appointment has not actual- 
ly been made. Wo congratulate Mr. 
Gordon Hunter, who will support the 
dignified traditions of the bench in this 
Province and illumine its jurisprudence 
by virtue of his legal acumen and indus- 
try. 

GIBBIMLA X DI I'l.OMlACY. 

The visit of :i German prince to the 
United States at the present time is not 
without significance. 'When the German 
Emperor came to the throne he was 
looked upon as a weak, obstinate and 
violent fool, and his actions in reference 
to IPriuco Bismarck, as the result of 
unreflecting irritation and petulance, 
tn this public opinion was entirely mis- 
taken. The German Emperor has devel- 
oped an iiKtute and far-reaching course 
of policy. Prince Bismarck's life work 
was the consolidation of the German 
empire as a unit among the nations, 
and all his policy was directed to this 
end. The young Emperor fixed his eyes 
not so much on what Germany was 
to be, but on what Germany was to do 
in world history. He could not 
widen the scope of the Iron Chancellor's 
ideas so he removed the man. and lie 
did it with stern peremptorincss. To 
those whoso minds are not entirely ab- 
sorbed by local matters, a world 
drama is unrolling in the recent devel- 
opments of German policy of surpassing 
interest. Germany is standing at the 
bedside of Austria, waiting to servo her- 
self as heiress of (he German subjects 
of the Austrian Empire. It would seem 
its 'though the Hapsbnrgs were doomed 
to the obscurity in which another great 
house, the Bourbons, have already fallen, 
leaving the Gnelphs, JTohenzollerus, and 
'Romanoffs, as the titular representatives 
into whose family history the great move- 
ments of the world are to be interwoven. 
Germany is also endeavoring to recon- 
struct Oriental trade by moans of rail- 
ways along tbo old caravan routes, tak- 
ing this means of combatting the naval 
supremacy of Great Britain, which can- 



not l>e broken directly. Tito present hos- 
tility existing between Great .Britain sua 
Germany is not due to telegrams or 
insulting caricatures. These are its man- 
ifestations. It is due to race rivalry 
in trade expansion occasioned l>y a dim 
comprehension of the insuperable barrier 
preseutod by the Anglo-Saxon race to 
the now development of German race 
policy. The German Emperor made one 
very grave mistake, although his gen- 
eral course has been marked 'by won- 
derful astuteness. He knew that the 
British army was disorganized, he knew 
the military strength of the Boers. Ger- 
man tacticians organized the 'Boer cam- 
paign, just as German tacticians organ- 
ized the Turkish campaign against 
Greece. IHe thought he knew that 
Great Britain was seething with Little 
Englauder sentiment. He could not 
help thinking he "knew this, because lib- 
erty of expression, as we understand it, 
is unthinkable to the continental mind. 
The colonies, of course, were itching 
for independence, and desired nothing 
better than the disintegration of the 
Empire. 'He concluded, besides, that 
Britain would get a few nasty slaps on 
the face, and would give up and dis- 
integrate. If the German Emperor had 
ever road the ''Mutiny of the Maver- 
icks," and been ab!e to understand it, 
he would have known better. As a race, 
we niv abominably impolite to members 
of the family. We may call our otilcors 
all kinds of pet names and abuse our 
statesmen like pick-pockets; these are 
our family diversions. But we do not 
know how to quit. That was what 
Hohenzollern policy overlooked. At the 
present moment we have 232,000 case- 
hardened "(Mavericks" in South Africa, 
and while grumbling and groaning about 
the bill, John Bull is ready to keep on 
paying to keep them there till the job is 
finished. 

'If the visit of Prince Henry has any 
political significance, then the German 
Emperor is very likely making a mis- 
take of precisely a similar character. 
Hie must knew, of course, that Great 
(Britain and the United States are two 
very hostile nations, that there is 
a feeling of rabid antipathy ready to 
blossom into overt action at any minute. 
If be studies the press of the two coun- 
tries with a continental mind he must 
know this. Ho may think that he can 
secure an ally for German race expan- 
sion in the Far East, and for that rea- 
son has sent Prince Henry to Aim erica. 
If so, he is sadly deluded, and sadly out 
of his reckoning in his general policy 
of trade diversion, Trade diverted from 
the iSnez canal route might diminish 
our marine power were it not that a 
mercantile murine must lie established 
mi the 'Pacific, infinitely greater than 
the fleets of the Mediterranean and In- 
dian ocean. We are a son-faring people 
■and the song of the sea is always in 
our ears. In this new mercantile marine 
the United States will certainly . have 
i large share, hut fortunately for the 
British Empire, we possess on the 
coast line of British Columbia harbors 
and resources incomparably superior. 
We' have the coal and iron and in that 
way command the situation, However 
thp policy of British race expansion and 
the policy of American race expansion 
in the IFar East, may lead to strenuous 
lry, the line of action is the same, 
whereas the line of action of German 
policy is entirely dissimilar, and in its 
nature, hostile. British Columbia nnd 
the State of Washington possess the key 
to the Orient. Germany can never, by 
the best laid plans, unlock that door. 



the evidence they could possibly collect 
bearing upon the matters. 

"The efforts of your committee did not 
meet with the response it desired at 
that time. If they bad any hardships 
or griuvanees to adjust they were slow 
in taking advantage of the opportunity 
presented them. 

"The secretary of your committee 
wrote many of them three nnd four let- 
ters, again urging and setting forth the 
necessity of doing so nnd the advan- 
tages to be gained by it. 'In the end a 
good deal of data was gathered, but all 
lacking (with some exceptions), mainly 
in proof or evidence bearing on the par- 
ticular cases advanced." 

While thiugs were in this unsatisfac- 
tory state nnd the efforts of the trans- 
portation committee practically fruit- 
less, the government stepped in and ap- 
pointed an expert to investigate all the 
circumstances. He got the evidence 
quickly enough, because lie was able to 
devote all bis time to its comparative 
examination, in a way beyond the pow- 
ers of oither the committee or its cor- 
respondents. Grievances have not mere- 
ly been discovered. but remedied, 
improvements have not merely been 
suggested but made. The zealous 
activity shown, and the substan- 
tial results already achieved, may be 
pointed to by the government with pride. 
Because it is to the fact that the gov- 
ernment grasped the situation as it 
stood, and took prompt action thereon, 
that the progress made is due. 



We understand that the United States 
government has recalled Collector Ivey, 
of Sitka, Alaska. TVo arc rather sur- 
prised at this because the first desire 
of the Department nt Washington must 
have been to send him further away, if 
possible, and not to recall him. A col- 
lector of customs, who lectures the 
United 'States on its diplomatic relations 
with Great Britain, and the enormities 
which he is not going to permit Can- 
adian sealers to commit, no mnttcr what 
his government thinks about it, is a 
person, whom the Department responsi- 
ble for him, must desire to relegate to a 
climate much warmer than that of 
Alaska. But it is hardly fair to con- 
sider the United States government re- 
sponsible for Mr. Ivey, when it is alto- 
gether obvious that 'Mr. Ivey is not re- 
sponsible for himself. It is satisfactory 
to think that the unfortunate and dis- 
agreeable flag incident at Skagway was 
the work of an ollicer whose conduct 
now appears to have transgressed the 
limits of sanity, as far as it then out- 
raged the conventions of decency and 
politeness.

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If the speech made by .Mr. B. M. Pal- 
mer, the government's special commis- 
sioner appointed to investigate the ques- 
tion of freight rates on agricultural pro- 
duct*, at t lip meeting of the Farmers' 
Institute on Tuesday, is a forecast of 
his report to the Minister of Agriculture, 
that report will be of very great value 
to the agricultural interest. His work 
bus evidently been highly successful. 
He made a careful survey of all the pro- 
ductive districts of the province, as well 
ns of some of the available market points 
outside. One of the first results was n 
substantial reduction in the rates on 
shucks nuil fruit package stuffs, by which 
means fanners are enabled at less cost 
to pack their product in the attractive 
vvuy demanded by the market. ISuch 
matters also as concessions for mixed 
cars of vegetables, the reduction of the 
minimum carload lot .from 3(5,000 to 
24,000 pounds, and the opening of the 
'Calgary market for our early potatoes, 
are extremely import ant and welcome 
changes in the conditions under which 
fanning is carried on in this province. 
A most sweeping reduction has also been 
made in the rates at which stumping 
powder is procurable by farmers, a mat- 
ter so important that the farming in- 
terest made a strong appeal for relief to 
the (Legislature last year. We congratu- 
late Mr. Palmer on the excellent results 
he has achieved and hope that hits future 
exertions will be highly beneficial to the 
province. Credit is undoubtedly due to 
the officials of the Canadian Piuific 
Railway company for the enterprising 
and accommodating spirit in which they 
have seconded the efforts of the special 
commissioner. But the main credit lie- 
longs to the Department of Agriculture, 
in the present government, for it t ini- 
tiative taken in the matter. We think 
it is a very easy matter to prove this. 
'Tho .Farmers' Institute last year ap- 
pointed a transportation committee. That 
committee waited upon (Mr. F. W. Pet- 
ers of the Canadian iPacific Railway 
company. That gentleman assured the 
committee that bis company would 
warmly second any' efforts at improve- 
ment of conditions, but that: he could 
not act upon general statements; he must 
have specific information of suggested 
improvements or grievances to be rem- 
edied. Recognizing this, the committee 
set to work to procure such information. 
iHere are the results of its labors elo- 
quently set forth in the language of its 



A huge shipment of 500 carloads of 
raw-leaf tobacco which lias been con- 
tracted for in Virginia and other parts 
of the United States particularly identi- 
fied with the growth of the fragrant 
weed, nnd which is to be shipped to 
Japan, will he brought across the con- 
tinent by way of the Northern Pacific 
nnd Great Northern railways. Consid- 
erable 'surprise is expressed by tbe : Cali- 
fornia press that the shipments are not 
to be made by way of the lines controlled 
by the Hnrrimnn Syndicate.

'Northern lines shows what wonderful 
strides the 'Sound shipping interests have 
made in the pnst year or two. 

An amusing incident took place at the 
Cramps' shipyard, Philadelphia, a few 
days ago at the launching of the Kroon- 
land, which, by the way, is the largest 
steamship ever built in the United 
States. A cold snap froze the tallow 
which had been spread on tbo ways, and 
a gang of greasers, headed 'by Charles 
H. Cramp himself, in frock coat and 
high hat, went to work with the tallow 
puts. After a brief delay, the huge v 
sel was successfully launched. 



Canadian shareholders in Canadian 
mines are nothing if not plucky. The 
War Eagle company is very heavily in 
debt, owing over $800,000.

Your committee appointed to consider the 
steamer service on the west coast of Vau- 
ouver Island met this morning and beg 
to report as follows: 

The total mall subsidies for the service 
on the west coast of Vancouver Island, In- 
cluding Cape Scott, is $1,237.12 per an- 
num. There Is ulso a provincial grunt of 
$1,200 per year to assist steamboat com 
niunlcittion with remote settlements, which 
Is partly applicable to points on this route. 

The present service guaranteed by the C. 
P. N. company Is lit follows: 
Monthly to Cape Scott nnd Quntsluo. 
Three times per month to Clayoquot, Al- 
bernl, Fort Renfrew, etc. 

The steamer Queen City Is set apart for 
this service. 

The coast line served 13 at lenst rtjO mile- 
In length and exposed to the Pacific ocean 
throughout. 

The development of the country Is being 
seriously checked by the Inadequate means 
of communication ami the character of the 
steamer provided. At the same time, owing 
to the nature of the voyage and long dis- 
tance to be covered, the route Is at present 
an unprofitable one and It cannot be Im- 
proved except lit n further loss to the 
company providing if. 

Your committee would urge most strong- 
ly that this Is a case In which government 
assistance on n liberal scale should be 
granted and your committee would col 
attention to the large subventions grant 
by the Dominion government to steamboat 
services on the Atlantic coast where less 
difficulties have to be overcome and the 
earnings of the route are larger. 

The whole of the west const of Vancouver 
Island Is heavily mineralized and on the 
Albernl onnn] there are already shinning 
mines. Elsewhere development Is being 
carried on by Individual miners and com- 
panies, and their difficulties are much In- 
creased by the poor steamboat accommoda- 
tion. They find It almost Impossible to get 
capitalists, to Inspect their claims owing to 
the length of time the Investigation would 
take. More frequent and rapid communica- 
tion 011 11 larger steamer would be of front 
assistance In the development of the dis- 
trict. Such Improved accommodation would 
be of great assistance to the agricultural 
development of the district and would nild 
to the prosperity of the scattered settle- 
ments all along the coast. 

The Pacific cable station would also be 
served by the Improved steamboat service 
recommended. 

Your committee have Interviewed Captain 
Troup and they find thnt the Improved ser- 
vice necessary, with n satisfactory steamer, 
such as the Tees, would Involve tin addi- 
tional yearly cost of $21,000. and they 
would recommend that the Hoard should 
make the strongest possible representations 
In favor of such a grant from the Domin- 
ion government as will -enable this Im- 
proved steamer sen-Ice to be provided am' 
that the grant should continue until the 
line Is self-supporting. 

Mr. Shnllcross, in moving tho adoption 
of the report, said the committee had 
not suggested an amount as a fair in- 
crease of subsidy from the Dominion 
government, in order that that question 
might be fully discussed and an equit- 
able arrangement be arrived at between 
the government and the contractors. 

Mr. Lugriu, in seconding the motion, 
quoted from Dominion sessional papers 
the amounts granted for mail services 
in the Maritime piovinces, so that they 
might be compared with the inadequate 
amounts granted in the case of the West 
Coast and other British Columbia mail 
routes. He pointed out that most of 
the routes mentioned were in Inland 
waters and between large centres of 
population, where such large subventions 
were not really necessary. 

Mr. .Mara pointed out that the San 
Francisco steamers did not make Vic- 
toria n home port, but a mere port of 
call. He thought tin; subsidy was not 
necessary. 

Mr. Seahrook ami 'Col, Prior deprecat- 
ed the idea of cutting off or decreasing 
any existing mail subsidy. 

Mr. Lugrin pointed oiit that the ori- 
ginal subsidy to the Sun Francisco 
steamers, which was $40,000 for a week- 
ly service, had been reduced to !j!5,000, 
nnd they were now giving a five-day 
service. A strong argument in favor of 
a liberal subsidy in the first place in or- 
der to encourage the development of 
trade. The object of a subsidy was to 
insure the contractors against joss until 
such time as they had built up 11 pay- 
ing business. 

Mr. Mara said the failure in securing 
subsidies in the past was largely due to 
want of united action on the part of the 
provincial Boards of Trade. 

Mr. Pitts said in laying the case be- 
fore the Dominion government', they 
should point out thnt the terms of 
union called for the subsidizing of a 
mail service witli San Francisco, and 
fact that that subsidy had been so 
materially reduced through tho growth 
of trade should be a strong argument in 
favor of granting the other subsidies 
asked for. 

The report was adopted and the sec- 
retary was instructed to forward copies 
to the Postmaster-General and the 
members of parliament for Vancouver 
and. 
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In the Cowichan valley was an im 
mense tract of the finest standing tin, 
her in the world. The Cowichan la, 
bcr company nave enough timber to fur- 
nish their business for MO years, and if a 
railway were built they would utilize it 
for transporting their logs to tidewater 
as they are heavily handicapped at pros' 
cut by the uncertainty of getting them 
-cwa the river, besides being put to 
great expense and trouble in gettiuc ii 
supplies. 

There was a wagon road from Dun- 
can to 'Cowichan lake, and pending the 
construction of a railway, pack trails 
might be made around the lake for the 
accommodation of prospectors and 
others, who were now forced to pay 
high prices for boats, wjiich are not al- 
ways available; and if they desire to go 
inland, arc compelled to hew their way 
through the bush. 

There were thousands of acres of good 
land in the Cowichan and Natinat val- 
leys, which a railway would make avail- 
able to settlement. There was also 
abundant cedar in that country, and 
there should 'he a shingle mill on Cow- 
ichan lake. There were unlimited min- 
eral resources in the district. In 1895 
he had had 30 assays made from differ- 
ent places on Mount Sicker, and only 
three of them were blank — an unparal- 
leled record. There was no end of rich 
outcroppings in the district all the way 
from Duncan to Xitinat. The property 
which bis company was developing oil 
Cowichan lake promised to be a shipping 
mine within the next few months. (Ap- 
plause.) And the district afforded just 
as rich chances to the prospector and 
capitalist today as before mineral was 
discovered there. (Applause.) 

Resolved, on'motion of Olr. Croft, sec- 
onded by Mr. Christie, that a commit- 
tee of live bo appointed to inquire into 
and report on the Duncau-Alberni rail- 
way. 

Mr. Smith said the country between 
Duncan and the 'Xitinat river offered no 
engineering difficulties. 

THANKS TO MU. XEIL/L. 

Mr. Shnllcross desired to acknowledge 
the assistance rendered tbo committee 
on mail subsidies bv Mr. A. W. Neill, 
M. P. P. for Al-berni. 

Mr, Todd, for the special committee on 
lisb traps, etc., said that they had no 
report to present; the matter would come 
before the meeting in another form. 

'Mr. McCandless moved the following 
resolution; 

In view of the great Importance, partic- 
ularly to the city of Victoria, of the estab- 
lishment of salmon fisheries In our immedi- 
ate vicinity by means of traps, purse- 
seines and other nets, resolved that a letter 
be addressed bv the secretary of this board 
to the Minister of Marine anil Fisheries at 
Ottawa, calling his attention to the lnoiiior- 
'al presented by this board to the fisheries 
commission, and urging that there bo no 
delay in the granting of licenses permit- 
ting such appliances to be used, under lib- 
eral conditions and throughout the prov- 
ince, except In certain districts that It 
may bo considered 1>y the department ad- 
visable to retain exclusively for trill nets. 
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If, said Mr. McCandless, British Col- 
umbia Qshermen hoped to hold their own 
with their competitors of "Washington, 
something must be done at once to place 
them on an equal footing. Victoria 
might have a large fishing industry built 
up if traps were allowed on the south 
coast of the Island, and he thought the 
board should strongly urge the granting 
of that concession by the Dominion gov- 
ernment. He would favor trap licenses 
being granted only to those who were 
bona fide engaged in the business of. 
canning. 

Mr. Todd, in seconding the resolution, 
read from the report of the (fisheries 
superintendent at Washington, showing 
the immense growth of the industry in 
that state through the use of traps. Over 
$1,500,000 was expended in wages on 
the Fraser river last year, nnd if the 
industry were established here the city 
would profit proportionately. The reso- 
lution favored granting trap licenses to 
bona fide dinners at, any point in the 
province available for the purpose; it 
wns not at all local in its recommenda- 
tions. 

'As no communication had been re- 
ceived from the Congress of Chambers 
of Commerce of the Empire, to be held 
in 'London in June, no action was taken 
in the matter of appointing representa- 
tives. 

IMPERIAL TRADE. 
Tho special committee on Imperial 
trade policy presented the following re- 
port: 



tralnslau colonies and Natal are largo Im- 
porters of timber, of which British Colum- 
bia possesses what Is probably a larger sup- 
ply than any other single country, unit also 
ihat most conveniently situated for purpos- 
es of export. Our principal, commercial 
timbers are Douglas iir. (usually spoken ot 
In the trade as Oregon pine), and cedar. 
There are also extensive forests of spruce 
and hemlock. We have no means of ascert- 
aining the quantity of timber In British 
Ooluiiiohl available for export, but It Is 
very great, and sufficient to supply the re- 
quirements of the Empire for many years 
to come. A great deal of the timber sup- 
ply of the colonies named comes from the 
United .States, but British Columbia can 
furnish the same goods at as reasonable 
a price as they can be obtained in that 
country, so that In the event of preference 
being given to Canada the whole trade In 
timber of the colonies mentioned would 
doubt!e«s come to Ilrltlsh' Columbia. 

Vour committee have 'been unable to se- 
cure data as to the Imports of llsh Into tho 
British colonics, and are therefore not In 
n position to say how much of a trade 
might be developed within the Empire In 
the event of a preferential tariff helm; 
adopted, but they desire to point out that 
supply of salmon anil halibut In the 
waters of tills province Is practically Inex- 
haustible. British Columbia could, under 
favorable tariff arrangements, supply all 
the canned salmon required by the Ilrltlsh 
Empire, and an extensive trade in frozen 
fresh fish might also be built up. We are 
una'ble to do more than direct attention to 
the fact thnt the deep sea fisheries off the 
oast of the province remain almost uiiex- 
Plolted. 

JTour committee note that the Austral- 
ian colonies an I, South Africa are largo 
Importers of Iron In Its various forms. Last 
"r their Imports In these lines were val- 
ued at upwards or *1IO.OOO.OOO. We desire 
to point out that there are In Ilrltlsh Col- 
umbia very many deposits of excellent Iron 
ore, and we believe thnt It will be nossl- 
ble under favorable conditions as to duties, 
to develop a large Iron manufacturing busi- 
ness here for the purpose of sunplylng the 
demands of the other Ilrltlsh colonics, 

illbmlttllig this report your committee 
express the hope that the members of the 
board will have some additional suecres- 
tlons to make which may be Incorporated 
In the memorandum. 

Chns. II. faigrln. D. It. Ker, Edw. O. 
Prior, A. G. McCandless, It. Seahrook. 

Mr. Lugrin explained that it was ori- 
ginally intended to furnish a memoran- 
dum to Sir Wilfrid Lauiier for use at 
the meeting of colonial premiers in Lon- 
don, but in view of the meeting of the 
Dominion Board of Trade early next 
month, it was decerned advisable to pre- 
pare the report submitted, for the use 
of the board's representative at that 
"meeting. 

Mr. Shnllcross moved, seconded by 
Col. Prior, that in the opinion of this 
meeting a preferential tariff should bo 
established within the Empire. Carried. 

Copies of the resolution will be for- 
warded to the proper quarters. 

STEAM THAWLIXt;. 
Mr. Croft wished to warn the hoard 
against the use of steam trawlers in 
British Columbia waters. The British 
government had prohibited their use in 
the waters surrounding the British Isles 
and Iceland. The steam trawler de- 
stroyed al! fish, large and small, and 
would do incalculable damage to the 
fisheries, as the only fish that could be 
utilized was the halibut, and all tho 
other fish caught iby the trawlers would 
he wasted. 

CO-OPERATIVE WOBK. 

Mr. Crease moved that a special com- 
mittee of live 'be appointed to keep in 
touch witli the Cowichan district, and to 
co-operate witli its people in promoting 
mutual interests. They bad bad an in- 
stance of the utility of such co-operation 
in the valuable information furnished by 
Mr. Smith. 

The resolution was seconded by Mr. 
Croft, and adopted.

'HIGHWAY WANTED. 
Mr. Lugrin moved thnt in the opinion 
of this meeting n highway should be 
constructed from (Juatsino sound to Har- 
dy bay. 

RAILWAY TO ALBERNL 
Mr. McPhilups suggested that a com- 
mittee be appointed to report on the pro- 
posed highway, and he promised to urge 
that an appropriation for the purpose 
be placed in the estimates now .being 
prepared. As to development of the Isl- 
and, he suggested ; , railwnv to the West 
'Coa>t 'from Duncan via the Cowichan 
valley. He believed such a road should 
be subsidized, and might be nt the pres- 
ent session, if the matter were pressed. 
Without being insular, he might express 
the opinion thai Victoria should have an 
independent road to the West Coast. 

I< rom pers i! experience, he knew that 

the country lying between Xnnaimo and 
Albernl was not ns rich in mineral or 
other resources, or affording such an 
easy grade, as that between Duncan 
and AJberni, and it certainly did not of- 
fer such inducements to settlers in the 
way of available agricultural lands. The 
mineral riches of the Cowichan district 
had been demonstrated by the success- 
tin miiimg operations at Mount Sicker, 



Your committee considered that the scope 
of their Instructions from the council of 
the Hoard of Trade related solely to the 
business of British Columbia, and that It 
Is no part of their duty to report generally 
upon the trade which may be developed 
between Canada anil other portions of the 
Empire, from Ilrltlsh Columbia as a trans- 
portation centre. If this aspect of the 
case came within their Instructions, a 
large number of matters would have to be 
dealt with which are not touched upon in 
this report. In our Investigations of the 
trade returns of the British colonies, made 
for ascertaining what products of Ilrltlsh 
Columbia would be likely to (lnil sale there, 
we have been Impressed by the fact that 
a very large business is carried on between 
the Australian and other colonies and th 
United States, much of which might, under 
a system of Inter-Imperial trade, be divert- 
ed to 'Canada, whereby an extensive com- 
merce would be developed on the Pnclne 
coast of the Dominion. Hut vour committee 
considered this branch of the sublect to o> 
one with which thev are not expected to 
deal. To do so properly would require 
more time and access to a greater variety 
of data than are at present at the disposal 
of your committee. 

The population of rtrltlsli Columbia being 
under 200.000, It Is not expected that this 
province can offer for some time to come, 
i very large market for colonial produce. 
The principal articles which we now Im- 
port from the British possessions consist 
of tea. and mutton canned or in cold stor- 
age, and pig iron. At present It doe* not 
seem probable that business In either of 
these lines can be greatly extended ex- 
cept perhaps in mutton In refrigeration. 
British Columbia Imports from the United 
States a very large number of sheen an- 
nually, and there Is no reason to believe 
that the domestic product of mutton will be 
much Increased In the near future. It Is 
probable, therefore, that a much larger 
trade in frozen mutton' might be built up 
with Australasia Hum Is at present carried 
on. The Importation of canned mutton 
might be supplemented bv Importations of 
canned beef under a favorable tariff. At 
certain seasons of the year dalrv products 
can 'be Imported from New Zealand and 
homo nnrts of Australasia with advantage, 
but this only bPOfl'ise nt th* shortness of 
the domestic surmly and not 1>ecnnae the 
tnlfwted products <••>,, be del'vered much 
more eheaolv thin the- can be produced 
here. British Colnmliln buvs 1 lar.ee nu.m- 
tltv of Cn'Ifornla lmtfer. which mltrht be 
"•nl'ieed bv butter from Australasia, and 
It Ift nrobable, therefore, tlmt considerable 
business may be deve'oned alone these 
Hn»s, wlien our population 'Una grown 
mom numerous.

The first annual report of the Bureau 
of Provincial Information and (Immigra- 
tion, which lias just been laid upon the 
table of the legislature, is a very iuter- 
stiug document, detailing the work acc- 
omplished during the past year and out- 
lining the future policy of this important 
branch of the public service. 

The report is iui folio ws: 
To the Hon. ,T. D. Prentice, 'Acting Pro- 
vincial Secretary: 
Sir,— 1 have the lienor to submit my 
first annua] report as secretary of the 
Bureau of Provincial Information and 
Immigration. Upon the death of the 
late John Jessop, upon your recommen- 
dation, the offices of information, or sta- 
tistics, and Immigration, as being closely 
allied, were merged, and the work has 
been carried on ever since in the rooms 
occupied by the late immigration agent. 
Iu this connection, as a tribute to the 
memory of a respected pioneer and an 
efficient public servant, 1 wish to say that 
an examination of his correspondence, 
ami from? a personal knowledge of his 
work, ho rendered valuable service to the 
public, die was painstaking, obliging, 
and very careful and methodical in the 
formation afforded to inquirers, and 
•er industrious. 

In the organisation of an office dealing 
with such a variety of subjects, there is 
f necessity a large amount of funda- 
mental work to be done, the result of 
which is not lit first seen; in other words, 
in acquiring back data and rendering in- 
formation available witli which to form 
a basis of reference and comparison 
hereafter. In addition to that, there is 
•the regular correspondence*; (which, is 
considerable, not only iu the way of an- 
swers to direct Inquiries, but in respect 
to inquiries to other departments, to the 
Board of Trade and other bodies, which 
are largely referred to this office to be 
dealt witli. 

During the year 1!M»1 the number of 
inquiries received was 1,404$, mainly from 
prospective settlers or those desiring in- 
formation concerning the province. Of 
these, o(>2 were received by the late Mr, 
Jessop. The number of letters outward 
was 1.3S9. 

I may say that the inquiries during 
the present year have been largely on 
the increase there being a constantly- 
growing interest in 'British Columbia. 
The inquiries are mainly for land, a 
large percentage of those seeking infor- 
mation being actual farmers. There 
is, however, considern'ble inquiry re- 
garding mining and other industries, 
All inquiries are answered in detail :is 
far as possible, and by forwarding re- 
ports and publications dealing more or 
less speeitica'ly with the subjects inquir- 
ed about. 

It is interesting to note the localities 
from 'Which the inquiries proceed. By 
far the greater number come from the 
Middle ami Northwestern States of 
America and the Canadian Northwest. 
A fair sprinkling comes from California, 
Oregon, Washington and 'Eastern Can- 
ada. In nearly every instance the inquiry 
is for laud and for information respecting 
government hind. These originate oil 
account of tin; favorable reports about 
our climate, markets and general good 
prospects. Those from the Northwest 
ami Northwestern States frequently ex- 
press a desire to go where it. is not so 
•old in winter. Many in the United 
States are Canadians naturalized, and 
return to Canada and Canadian 
institutions. The inquiries from Great 
'Britain are largely from those seeking 
niployuient. 

The publications which have been dis- 
tributed from the office are the follow- 
ing:

Book. 2,500; revised edition of the Year 
Book, 1.000; Minister of Mines report, 
1000, 1.500; report of Department of 
Agriculture, 1IK10, 1.000; Vancouver

I'.IMIO; digent of 
Crown lands surveys. 1001, 1,200; C. P. 
It. British Columbia pamphlet, 1.5(1(1; 
pamphlet, .Minister of (Mines, 2.000: min- 
ing and Land Acts nnd other publica- 
tions, as asked for. 

The publications have not been sent out 
indiscriminately, but as the result of 
direct inquiry. A number of each were 
i-ient to the Agent-General's office in Lon- 
don, and to the Glasgow and Buffalo ex- 
positions, ami a limited number to each 
of the Dominion government agencies 
iu the United States and on the contin- 



■For one township in Bulk'ley valley, 100 
settlers at 100 acres each, live years' oc- 
upation and improvements equal to value 
of land.

Special investigation has been entered 
into in regard to the markets on the 
Pacific open to British Columbia with 
reference to imn and steel, pulp and pap- 
er, copper, lead, tish and timber, and 
products thereof. Iu regard to iron and 
steel and pulp and paper, the results were 
published in the compendium of the Year 
'Book, 1001, page 207, which gives all tho 
information available.

publication, official or otherwise, eo far 
as can be ascertained— and inquiry has 
been made in every direction— not even 
iu the reports of the British consular 
office, which, though including all tho 
countries in question, do not deal iu suffi- 
cient detail with the particular products 
under consideration to be of value. 

However, the matter was taken up 
through the Agent-General, Uoudou, cir- 
cular letters beiug addressed to all the 
British consular agents on the Pacific 
requesting the fullest information on each 
subject, and letters were also addressed 
to each of the governments in question'. 
The subject was also brought to the at- 
tention of the Department of Trade and 
Commerce, Ottawa, with a request for 
co-operation. Replies are now 'being re- 
ceived, nnd as soon as all of these 1 are 
in hand a bulletin will be issued contain- 
ing the fullest and latest information, 

Another interesting feature in connec- 
tion with the work is the nunib„ r of 
letters from financial agents and repre- 
sentatives of capital in the United States 
cities, seeking specific information, sta- 
tutes, and official reports respecting sih>c- 
lal matters, indicating the general atten- 
tion which is being directed towards thi 
country on the other side, to which fo 
some time at least, we shall look for 
tul, rather than to Great Britain.

DISCOVERIES 



Yesterday's session of the city police 
court lasted until late In the afternoon, 
the hearing of the charge against four 
boys of stealing a boom chain from Wil- 
liams' wharf occupying the attention of 
tho magistrate and officials. The case 
took a rather queer turn. Mr. Croft, tho 
lessee of the wharf, testified at tin; com- 
mencement of the hearing, that the chain 
was his property, and the evidence of B. 
Aaronson, who bought the chain from 
the. boys, and of the boys themselves, 
who admitted taking it, followed. Chief 
ILaugley had closed his case when Mr. 
Aaronson was recalled ut his own request 
to make a statement. He said that lie 
bad been told by Capt. M. Hare, that 
the chain had belonged to him, and that 
be had discarded it. The boys said they 
found it under the wharf some two 
months ago, pulled it out of the mud, 
and placed it on the wharf. Mr. Aaron- 
son would not buy it at that time, so 
they left it there until last week, when 
they cut it into three pieces and sold it 
to Mr. Aaronson for $1.20. The value 
of it, according to Mr. Croft, is i?2f). In 
order to get the evidence of Capt. Hare, 
the case was adjourned until Saturday, 
morning, the boys being allowed out on 
their own recognizances to appear then; 

Although (Mr. Aaronson said he was 
confident that the boys had not stolen 
the chain. Magistrate Hall said lie should 
not have bought it from the boys; in 
fact he should not buy anything from 
boys until after he hail investigated to 
find (l „t ,f they had come by the ar- 
ticles honestly. The purchaser was more 
to blame than the boys. 

Bates, the 'boy charged' witli breaking 
and entering the residence of Mr. \V. 
Wilson and stealing a silver watch, 
ring, and Confederate $20 bill, pleaded 
guilty, and lie will be sentenced this 
morning, the magistrate requiring the 
presence of the parents before lie would 
pass sentence. 

No action lias yet been taken against 
'Atkinson, Oluness, Vasalatus and Han- 
sen, the four boys arrested for damag- 
ing enamel signs, the police having been 
unable to find out which of the boys nre 
really the guilty ones. 'Some (if the 
letters taken from tin' sign* have been 
found by Detective McDonald under the 
sidewalks, where they were hidden by 
the boys.

Mr. Rorjers, M. P. P. For Cari- 
boo, Advises Caution In Ac- 
cepting Reports.

From tin' number and character of 
inquiries received,! two things impress 
me as to reiiiiirements at the present 
time ami hereafter; publications dealing 
specifically, accurately and in detail witli 
the subject < about which information is 
required: definite locations upon which 
to place those who desire to settle, end 
definite conditions id' settlement and 
tenure. 

Regarding the former, as yon nre 
aware, efforts are being directed as de- 
sired, and regarding the latter it is diffl- 
eult, if not impossible, to proceed until 
some measure i> passed under which au- 
thority may be taken for providing the 
same. The question of obtaining settlers 
dopfi not enter into consideration at all. 
What the peculiar conditions of this 
province suggest as the proper and effec- 
tive method of settlement is the setting 
apart of tracts of land,, where available, 
in small holdings for the pur^ises of 
fruit, poultry, vegetables, dairying in a 
small way. and other products of small 
mixed fanning, to which those settlers 
so inclined could be invited. The suc- 
cess of such settlements, however, de- 
pends so much on improved methods and 
intelligent industry that expert instruc- 
tors are necessary to place them in the 
right way and avoid the mistakes which 
have led to so many failures in this 
province in farming in the way proposed. 
There i'; only limited opportunity for 
grain-growing. as carried on in the 
broader areas of the East, and no mat- 
ter how successful farmers may have 
been elsewhere, they are just as apt to 
fail as others when coming in contact 
with conditions such as obtain here. 
There is room for a large number of 
small farmers in the Westminster dis- 
trict, in the Oknnagan valleys, along the 
line of the •(.". V. R. in the Dominion 
/ailway belt, on Vancouver Island, and 
in frequent small valleys at the heads 
of inlets along the coast of ^ lie Alain- 
la ml. The gain in concentrating settle- 
ments is threefold: (1) in the increased 
number of settlers possible; (2) in the 
lessening of the general cost of admin- 
istration; ('•'•) in the social intercourse it 
creates. 

■During the rear, negotiations have 
been carried on in respect to four pro- 
posed colonies, and definite proposals 
have been submitted, on lines suggested 
by the Chief Commissioner or Bauds 
and ^Vorks, through this office. They 
were: 

For .Malcolm island, for a colony of 
Finns, n grant of SO acres to each colon- 
ist on terms of seven years' occupation 
and improvement. 

For 'San Josef valley, north end of 
Vancouver Island, SO acres fo each of 
100 settlers on terms of 6ve years' oc- 
cupation nnd improvement. 

For 3.200 acres on Queen Charlotte is- 
lands for dairying purposes, 20 settlers, 
lfiO acres each, on conditions of im- 
provement and erection of Creamery. 



There has been considerable contro- 
vers; of late as to the truth of the re- 
ports spread broadcast last fall of the 
discovery of rich placer ground on Horse- 
lly creek. Some assert that these re- 
ports have no foundation in fact, others 
that they are greatly exaggerated, while 
the men who claim to have made the dis- 
coveries maintain that they are of great 
importance and will prove as rich as 
anything found in the old- Cariboo days. 

Samuel A. Rogers, 01. I'. l\ fur Cari- 
boo, who watches very closely all that 
transpires in his constituency, is in- 
clined in believe that there is strong rea- 
son for believing the ivories told by the 
discoverers of this new mining field, nl- 
thougli he accepts the reports of its %\on- 
ilerful richness with reservation, making 
allowances for the natural inclination 
of prospectors to see through magnify- 
ing glasses in the case of a new find. lie 
is confident that an important discovery 
lias been made, though whether it would 
warrant a rush to the new Held is pro- 
blematical. The location of the dis- 
covery is on the border of a practically 
unknown nnd unexplored country, and 
its invasion by a number of prospectors 
would in all likelihood result in the find- 
ing of nruch that would repay their la- 
bor and expense. 

Mr. Rogers has 1 no doubt of the exist- 
ence iu that country of rich gold-bearing 
quart!! ledges, but these are so far re- 
moved from the highways of commerce 
as to be practically valueless at present; 
and they must remain so until (lie dis- 
trict is opened up by a railway. 

Mr. Rogers counsels caution in deal- 
ing with the Horsefly placers. There is 
no question but gold has been found 
there, luit it is impossible for anyone to 
state its quantity or extent. He would 
not advise poor men. or those ill- 
equipped for the venture, to stake their 
all on the meagre in formation so far 
obtainable, for the journey to Horsetly 
under existing conditions is toilsome and 
costly. Me therefore advises patience 
for a few months, until the whole ques- 
tion is set at rest, before hazarding a 
trip which might entail much hardship 
and disappointment.

out the liun. Mr. Turner must have haw

.Mr. Stewart then moved, seconded by Mr. 
Lailner, tliat a hearty vote or thanks be 
tendered to the Hon. the Minister ot Agri- 
culture, for his Interest In the proceedings 
of the Central Institute, as shown by his 
visit today and his able speech upon their 
work. This was passed and tendered most 
enthusiastically, after which the lion, 
l'rentlce retired. 

Several o£ the menVbers of the Legisla- 
ture then' addressed the Institute at some 
length upon several of the topics already 
discussed by the meeting. Amongst other 
things .Mr. Hayward claimed that the bush 
lands of the province should be considered 
by the government and treated by them 
lust an the lowlands of the Fraser or the 
arid wastes of thd dry belt were. If the 
government was authorized In assisting 
dyking 'or irrigating, they would be unite 
us much warranted in aiding In the clear- 
ing away or the trees and stumps. 

Mr. Nelll severely criticised several of 
the resolutions passed by the Institute. 

Capt. Tatlow though a city momber. Con- 
sidered that the government that would 
successfully hold the reins of power in tho 
province must follow out a good aggressive 
agricultural policy. 

Mr. MelirWie followed In an able speech 
regarding the needs of the high land* of 
iJeWduey, which he had the honor of rep- 
resenting. In so doing he went at some 
length into the powder uuestlou. of which 
he Hoped that some solution would soon 
be found, lie also complimented the in- 
stitute upon the wide range of matters, all 
of pressing import, that the body had been 
considering, lie. iike the other members 
of the Legislature present, would do his 
utmost to forward their projects. 

Mr. Muuro, without wishing to criticise 
the proceedings of the Institute, suggested 
that possibly the very width of the delib- 
erations ut that body and tho nuniber of 
subjects taken up, had in part contributed 
to the want of effect of their efforts that 
some of the speakers had . mentioned, lie 
hoped that the powder uuestlou would be 
solved during the present session. 

Mr. Oliver, in reviewing the various 
topics discussed, attacked the idea of Mr. 
Hayward, that the clearing of bush lands 
should be made a government work, as dyk- 
luglng or irrigating is. by claiming that 
none of the dyking works so far construct- 
ed by the government had turned out to 
be successful. 

Mr. Thos Kldd thought that many of tho 
matters suggested by tin- resolutions pass- 
ed by the Institute would be found to be 
already provided for by the statutes of the 
province. 

Mr. Helmcken reminded fho meeting that 
as the owner of some lands, he had clear- 
ed some for agricultural purposes. There 
lie found out how important the powder 
question was, and suggested that the gov- 
ernment Tjo asked to go Into the manufac- 
ture of powder. 

Mr. Kldd— It anight blow things up. 
(Laughter.) , ' , . ... 

With a view to improving the lot of the 
farmer, Mr. Helmcken suggested some sort 
of a fanners' trust, an organization 
through which they could meet the com- 
bines Into which the other trades and 
lines of business were bound together. 

A vote of thanks was then tendered to 
the members visiting the Institute. 

The visitors having all retired, a resolu- 
tion was put and carried. In which the 
Institute expressed Its approval of and sat- 
isfaction with, the work of the Itoard of 
Horticulture. 

Votes of thanks to Major Mutter, the 
chairman. J. T. Collins, the secretary, and 
Mr. J. It. Anderson, the superintendent, 
wore then carried amidst lots of applause, 
and the nession of- the Central Institue was 
concluded.

A meeting of tho Dairymen's and Liyo 
Stock association was' held last night at 
the City hall, and Hon. O. L. Smith, 
of Minnesota, gave an address on why 
the railways and city business men took 
such an interest in the business 
the farm, lie had been employed by 
the Oregon Railway & Navigation com 
puny and later by the S. I', it. to speak 
to the farmers of Oregon and Wil 
lamcttc valley on diversified farming 
and otherwise educate them into im- 
proved conditions. The farmers wero 
at a loss to see why' the railway com 
panics did this, and held aloof, suspect- 
ing something; but now they understood 
why tho railway companies desired to 
educate the fanner and improve his con- 
ditions. It was to improve their re- 
ceipts. They benefited the fanner that 
they might benefit themselves. Twenty 
years ago, said the speaker, nearly every 
line of railway running from Minnesota 
was bankrupt. The business men and 
farmers along those lines were in the 
same condition. Then a new system 
■was started. The railway companies 
couraged and fostered the work, which, 
in its first years, resulted in lifting the 
railways and business men and farmers 
from bankruptcy. The work was ai 
first misunderstood by the farmers, am 
every measure to benefit the work that 
was brought before the legislature was 
supported by the city members, but op 
posed by the country members, who mis 
understood the advantages. Inside HI 
years, however, the work was so satis- 
factory that the railways were put on 
a paying basis and the managers realize 
that the changed condition was due to 
the increased prosperity of the farmer 
along their lines. A railway operated 
through a prosperous community did a 
good business, and it was therefore pol- 
icy for the railway company to build uj 
the 'business of the country through 
Which it ran. Gradually the fanners 
■were educated, creameries were Ibulit, 
better fertility of land adopted, live 
stock improved, and better conditions of 
farming wero brought into use. Th 
railway companies had learned that a 
district from which hut a single crop 
Was taken seldom bad any freight 
'brought in. Tfcs companies worked to 
change these things. Meetings were 
held, and gradually improved conditions 
of farming wore adopted. The speaker 
instanced a case where a railway in 
.Minnesota ran for 17 years before 
carload of hogs were shipped, and as 
soon as the work of education was car- 
ried to the district. -10 carloads were 
siiipped the first year, and in 1S98 the 
fanners along this line imported 50 ear- 
loads of lumber. 22 carloads of fence 
poles, which shows why tho railway 
company is interested m the improve- 
ment of the fanner's condition. 

Speaking of his work m Oregon, when 
employed by tho O. K. & N. company 
to educate the farmers, the speaker in- 
stanced how quickly the fanners changoit 
their conditions, and gave figures of 
quantities of farm produce, beef, pork, 
butter, eggs, grass seeds, hay, potatoes, 
etc.. shipped over the line, where for- 
merly the traffic in these tilings was nil. 
Ail this came about as a result of agita- 
tion and education among the farmers. 
When the present manager of the < *. I!. 
\: N. company took over the line he 
found it bankrupt. There were many 
farmers along the road who had from 
<M0 to 5000 acres of wheat lands. They 
did not make much business for a '-ail- 
way, and in view of what had been done 
in Minnesota, from which state the new 
manager had gone to Portland, that offi- 
cial said that things must lie revolution- 
ized and local traffic worked up. Then 
100 mill's of local railway, running from 
'Minnesota centres, originated more busi- 
sess in a week than the O. It. & >>. com- 
pany did in three weeks. The railway 
secured agricultural men to educate tho 
farmers along certain lines, and then 
employed the speaker to deliver two lec- 
tures to tile farmers at each point, to 
tell the story of diversified farming and 
advantages of dairying. The railway 
companies wanted the fanners to make 
more money, and offered them the 
chances, the railway companies thereby 
increasing their receipts in freights for 
goods bought by the more prosperous 
farmers. So good were the results that 
a month after he got home, the railway 
company wrote, asking him to go hack, 
and the results were so apparent that the 
Southern Pacific secured him to lecture. 
The fanners could not see why the rail- 
way companies should do this, and were 
afraid. The increased freight carried 
to Portland, however., soon showed those 
of Oregon the idea of the railway man- 
agers. The freight rates received on the 
cream alone shipped to Portland last 
summer would pay over again for the 
instruction of the fanners, who were 
soon shipping $2,000 of cream to Port- 
land every month, the railway company 
making special arrangements to ship the 
cream. Then the fanner began to get 
from i?C, to !?3 for cream from each cow. 

To give another instance of the im- 
proved conditions along a railway line, 
the speaker said the St. Paul & Duluth 
railway was run through a poor land— an 
uninviting country. Little was taken up 
for farming lands, and was hold in al- 
ternate sections by the railway com- 
pany, who, when the speaker went to dis- 
cuss witli them the agricultural possi- 
bilities of the land, said it was only 
good to -borrow money on, . from those 
who knew nothing about it. The speaker 
had written a number ot' newspaper arti- 
cles, pointing out that(£man not. afraid 
of work could find a home there, ond 
about that time a Dakota reservation 
was opeiled. . It had homestead room for 
7.00O. and 35,000 went after tlieM. The 
St. Paul & Duhuh company's manager 
then thought of getting the surplus 
bomescekers to points along their line, 
and asked the speaker to write articlei: 
with that purpose. He did. and 10,000 
copies of the papers were bought and 
distributed among these people. Many 
went to the lands, including some who 
bad not the price to get back. The? 
drained the land, hewed the timber, 
grew potatoes, and in throe or four years 
of hard work, sometimes selling timber 
to lumberers or working at logging 
camps, they were making money. The 
railway company raised the price several 
times on their land. Then a colony of 
HO Bohemians were put on the land. 
They 'built creameries, and the district 
improved until where 15 years ago there 
was no one, there was now a district 
thickly populated hy farmers who vere 
making money. Potatoes wore first 
grown. Then cows were imported, and 
•now profitable dairying was being done. 
One small station has now sent I5.700 
carloads of, produce, which shows that 
the education of the farmer pays the 
■railway company. Every' station has 
shipped many carloads to Texas and ad- 
'joining states as far as Georgia. This 
is how the railway company is interest- 
ed, how the city merchant is interested. 
When the farmer is making money from 
■his produce, he buys building material, 
clothes, provisions. Whore a man and 
his family is now living on a -10-acre 
'farm along the Minnesota railway be is 
furnishing more business for the rail- 
way company then tho farmer with <i-IO 
acres of prairie who.it lands.

immigration is exaggeration. Advertis- 
matter may be sent that enumerates 
those things that belong to the 
hright side of the picture, and nothing 
else. The reader sees only the bright 
side of things and goes to 'the locality. 
When he comes face to face with the 
conditions as they exist in reality, he 
then finds that it does not agree with 
the picture his imagination suggested, 
and he is dissatisfied and exaggerates 
the tilings that arc wrong in his letters 
to his friends. The most satisfactory 
means of settling a locality is through 
honest immigration agent3 with per- 
sonal work. The St. 1'aul & Duluth 
railway employed such men to go to rur- 
districts and go to the local hotels and 
talk with people until ut the end of a 
month, may be, he could organize a col- 
ony, who had 'been properly told the 
conditions, and when they arrived, til- 
ready conscious of the local situations,! 
they would write for their friends. 
' The speaker instanced how the presi- 
dent of the Great Northern railway had 
presented the farmers along that com- 
pany's road with 400,000 head of thor- 
oughbred stock, mostly bulls, and a good 
many thoroughbred hogs, which were 
scattered along tho railway lines. This 
proved one of the best investments the 



railway company had ever made, for 
now farmers are sending carloads of 
two-year-olds to markets which sell at 
premium prices,. The railways are hand- 
ling carload after carload, and their ex- 
periment has paid them, for, as l'resi- 
dent J. J. Hill told the farmers, they 
need not credit him with philanthropy. 
'It was a business transaction. 
1 Concluding his address, the speaker 
invited questions— au invitation which 
Was taken advantage of to a consider- 
able extent. Me told of how to keep 
clean and improve barns, how to keep 
tattle in stalls, how to ventilate, feed 
and otherwise cure for cattle. He said 
cows should be stood in two rows, fac- 
ing each other, witli a feeding alley in 
the centre. The cattle should be pro- 
tected from draughts, for the milder 
the climate the more the likelihood of 
cattle suffering than on account of in- 
clement weather. The walls should be 
made tight: no windows left open. Ven- 
tilation should be provided through a 
spout: running along the floor of the 
feeding alley, with an nugur hole bored 
opposite ea"h cow. He told of how to 
profitably feed cows, and said that if a 
fanner had only enough fond to feed 
two cows, it wore better to kill one and 
feed the other to advantage. Whole 



oats was tho best food for cows. In his 
district they dehorned their animals. 

At 10:40 p.m., after Mr. Smith had 
answered many questions, a vote of 
thanks was proposed to the speaker, and 
the .meeting adjourned until this morn- 
ing at 10 o'clock, when the association 
will meet at the Agricultural department 
at tho government buildings.

John P. Booth 
Has Passed Away 



Speaker of Legislature Dies at 
His Home on Salt Spring 
Island. 



He Gave the Province Long and 
Faithful Public 
Service. 



1II011. J. P. Booth; Speaker of the 'Leg- 
islative assembly, died at Jiis home on 
'Salt 'Spring Island at Or^O oa Tuesday 
uight. 

While for several months the end had 
been expected, hope iwas revived by the 
receipt of a letter from the. Speaker on 
the opening day of the House stating 
that lie had been advised by his phy- 
sician that he -would be able to come to 
•Victoria in a few days and attend to 
his duties; and ho had been daily ex- 
pected. The disease which had taken 
possession of his system, however, in- 
tervened, and yesterday's steamer from 
the island to Sidney brought the sad 
news of his death. 

In John I'. Booth the province loses 
one who has labored faithfully for the' 
best interests of the province. Coming 
here in 1850, he took an early in- 
terest in the welfare of his adopted jirov- 
ince, and as a result was elected a mem- 
ber of the first legislature after confed- 
eration, representing iCowichah. He sat 
in the assembly for four years, and then 
dropped out until 1S!X), being elected at 
the general election in that year fortthe 
new constituency, the Islands, including 
the islands between Victoria and Xa- 
naimo. die retained the confidence of 
his constituents from that time until his 
death, being re-elected at the general 
elections in IS94, 1898 and 1000. From 
1S04 a part of the Island— < Saanich 
peninsula— has been included in the con- 
stituency, lie was elected Speaker upon 
the retirement of Hon. I). ,W. Higgine, 
and served until the dismissal of tho 
Turner government. Upon the return to 
power of the present government he was 
re-elected, and held the position at the 
time of his death, although unable to 
take his seat nt the opening of the 
House last week. 

■Some 18 month ago lie was first taken 
ill with Bnght's disease, and a year ago 
last November went to California in 
search of, hmlth, returning much bene- 
fited and being able to preside at the 
last session. Later he was again taken 
.seriously ill, and suffered continuously 
until the time of his death. The election 
of Mr. Booth to the Speakership of the 
House. Was a just tribute of members on 
both sides to him who had always beoU 
most fair in his dealings in every walk 
of J. re, ami who was looked up to by 
friend and political opponent alike. He

The work of the Department of Marine 
and Finherii^i was summarised as lol- 
lows by Ho"- James Sutherland, tho 
recently appointed Minister of Marine 
ami Fisheries, in a recent speech: 

"The construction and maintenance of 
lighthouses, fog alarms, buoys and bea- 
cons. Dominion steamer*, pilots, pilotage 
and decayed pilot funds, ports, hurbors, 
harbor commissioners and harbor mas- 
ters, piers, wharves, breakwaters and 
collection of tolls; marine hospitals 
throughout the Dominion and sick and 
distressed seamen; humane establish- 
ments, life-boat services and rewards for 
saving life; iuquiries into the ciuisch of 
shipwrecks and casualties, and collection 
of wreck statistics; inspection of S'.ttam- 
boats and examination of engineers; ex- 
amination of masters and mates, and reg- 
istration and measurement of shipping; 
meteorological and magnetic services; 
climatology of Canada, tidal observa- 
tions; inspection of vessels and of the 
carrying of live stock, shipping or sea- 
men, shipping masters and shipping of- 
fices, winter communication between 
Prince Edward Island and the mainland 
by steamer and iceboats; hydrographic 
service, administration of deckload law 
and deck-load lines, removal of wrecks 
and other obstructions in navigable wat- 
ers." 

Continuing, he said: "A branch. Of the 
service that is of considerable import- 
ance nt present is the investigation that 
we are carrying on into tides ami cur- 
rents. 1 feel that, a thorough under- 
standing of the conditions prevailing will 
do much to increase the .safety of ship- 
ping and reduce the present high rates 
of insurance. Consequently I propose to 
continue current investigations, par- 
ticularly off Cape Race and Cape Sable 
where many 'bad wrecks have recently 
occurred. The work we have already 
doue in improving tidal records has been 
greatly appreciated by marine interests. 

"With reference to the pilotage ou 
the St, Lawrence, it is my intention to 
consider the question of iuiprorins the 
pilotage system and the management of 
the pilotage commissions, so that none 
but competent men shall be employed or 
appointed, with a view to the better pro- 
tection of lives and property. 

"Among the important services are the 
hydrographic surveys. Surveys have been 
made on ILake Huron, Georgian bay, 
Lake Winnipeg, St. Lawrence river, the 
coast of the -Maritime Provinces and the 
oast of British Columbia. Hydrographic 
charts; have been made anil completed of 
the various waters referred to, and it is 
now any purpose to extend the survey to 
Lake Superior, and for this purpose a 
steamer has been purchased and is now 
being litted out to begin the survey at 
the opening of navigation. 

"The meteorological service includes 
storm warnings and forecasts of the wea- 
ther issued from the central ofllce at To- 
ronto for the great lakes and harbors in 
the Maritime Province ami British Co- 
lumbia. The forecasts and storm warn- 
ings are greatly appreciated 'by mariners 
and also by forwarders of perishable 
goods, who are guided in their operations 
of shipments by them. The importers 
and exporters of fruit have manifested 
their appreciation of these forecasts and 
have taken advantage of them. 

"The inspection .of machinery, hulls 
and equipments, of steamboats forms a 
very important service, and this has re- 
cently been extended to steamers trading 
between points in British Columbia and 
tekagway in the United States and other 
portions of Alaska ami the lakes on the 
way 10 the Yukon country. 

'Tho department has a fleet of 20 ves- 
sels, including those used for fishories 
protection service, representing a value 
of oyer *l,000,0O<), and the cost of main- 
taining them amounts to over .>"i50,0(J0 
annually. These vessels are occupied at 
the lighthouse and buoy service, hydro- 
graphic work, and the protection of the 
fisheries, as well as the winter mail ser- 
vice between Prince Edward Island and 
the mainland."

.Schooner Soquel Has Arrived Safely — 
Dark in Distress .Near Flattery. 

Although the storm of Tuesday was 
not felt in the city, it raged fiercely oft 
the coast on Tuesday and yesterday 
morning. Yesterday, however, the bar- 
ometer rose again and from Xeah bay 
■lime news that the storm had subsided. 
The German ship Itallas has been tow- 
ed up, and the tug 'Sea Dion was off the 
entrance to the Straits waiting for the 
ships that had been blown off the coast 
by the gale. The long overdue schooner 
Soquel, for which fears were entertained 
by her owners in San Francisco on ac- 
count, of the recent storms, is safe. She 
passed into the Straits on Monday night 
and has arrived at Port Blakeley to load 
lumber. She reported that there was a 
licet of ships outside waiting for the 
weather to abate to enter the Straits. 
The British bark Inverkip, which arrived 
at Port Towuseud from luuique ou •.Mon- 
day, reports that a French bark was be- 
ing heavily buffeted by the gales some 
distance south of Cape Flattery. The 
bark was sighted ou tho evening of Feb- 
ruary IS, and the signals displayed were 
"X. O." Other signals were displayed, 
but as the French vessel was fasiug the 
new international code, which the cap- 
tain of the Inverkip could not make out, 
he was unable to learn the nature of the 
distress of the Frenchman. The French 
bark is thought to be the iLes Adelphes, 
now out 132 [Jayg from Madagascar for 
Portland, and reinsured at 20 per cent.' 
The Glory of the Seas was' not reported 
at Sail Francisco yesterday from £o- 
Jiiox. She is 2S days out, and is prob- 
ably delayed by the heavy head winds 
encountered.
